For example, 
on page 119 the author states, regarding cesarean sec- 
tion, “It does not affect the baby at all,” ignoring the 
increased incidence of hyaline membrane disease in 
cesarean babies. Such over-generalizations occur just 
frequently enough to be disconcerting.
